Dr. Julius Comroe was a recipient of a research grant from your Council when 
he was at this University. My infomation is that there were also frequent 
consultations between him and the Council.. 

For over 40 years. Dr. Comroe provided truly unique and powerfully influential 
leadership as a researcher, educator, administrator, and writer - first at the 
University of Pennsylvania and then as the founder and first "Director of the 
Cardiovascular Research Institute, University of California, San Francisco. 
Hundreds of biomedical scientists - Ph.D.'s and M.D. 's - from all over the world 
have trained at the University of Pennsylvania and CRVI. Virtually every physician 
concerned with cardio-pulmonary medicine and physiology is familiar with his 
classic publications, The Lung and Physiology of Respiration . Dr. Comroe has 
written several other books, his more recent being Exploring the Heart (1984). 
Attesting to his recognition not just in scientific circles was the fact that in 
1974 the Congress of the United States, seeking criteria for assigning appropriate 
funding to basic biomedical research, turned to Dr. Comroe and Dr. Robert Dripps of 
the University of Pennsylvania for their suggestions. They responded with a 
landmark study, The Top Ten Clinical Advances in Cardiovascular Pulmonary Medicine 
and Surgery 1945-1975 (DHEW Publication No (NIH) 78-1521 published in 1977). 
Another landmark in this respect was his article in Science (vol. 200, 26 May, 
1978) entitled " The Road from Research to New Diagnosis and Therapy .” 

The American Physiological Society is one of the sponsors of the Symposium. 
The Symposium proceedings will be published by one of the following publishers: 
The American Physiological Society, Oxford University Press or University of 
Pennsylvania Press.. We are committed to seeing that it does appear in press with 
the particular aim of wider dissemination of knowledge.
